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HOME  ECONOMICS  MANDATORY 
FOR  GIRLS  AND  BOYS 

New  Milford,  Conn:  Two  Baptist  ministers 
have  threatened  to  sue  the  school  board 
here  for  its  decision  to  make  shop  and 
home  economics  mandatory  for  both  boys 
and  girls  in  the  sixth  grade.  "By  having 
a young  boy  cook  or  sew,  wearing  aprons, 
we're  pushing  a boy  into  homosexuality,  " 
argued  Rev.  Lynn  Mays,  while  Rev.  Jame 
Clemmons  complained,  "We'll  take  it  to 
the  UoS.  Supreme  Court  if  we  have  to.  I 
don't  want  him  to  be  a sissy.  " The  presi- 
dent of  the  school  board  said  the  policy 
would  continue  nonetheless.

“TRANSSEXUALS  SHOULD  NOT 
HAVE  SEX  CHANGE  ” 

PHILADELPHIA:  Rev.  Myron  Judy,  Dir. 
of  Student  Life  at  Temple  University  and 
a Chaplain  of  Dignity /Philadelphia,  re- 
cently announced  the  results  of  a survey 
of  this  city's  priests  toward  homosexual- 
ity. Done  by  a Temple  sociology  student, 
the  study  employed  mail  and  telephone 
polling,  but  lacks  many  professional 
statistical  safeguards.  However,  the 
study  found  that  71%  of  the  priests  felt 
homosexuality  should  not  be  punishable 
by  law;  51%  felt  it  wasn't  their  responsi- 
bility to  convert  homosexuals  to  hetero- 
sexuality; 88%  said  they  would  not  en- 
courage a homosexual  desirous  of  a 
sex-change  to  do  so;  and  51%  felt  the  gay 
liberation  movement  was  contributing  to 
a better  understanding.

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SAN  DIEGO  COURT  RULING 
BACKS  CLOTHING  ORDINANCE 

Municipal  Court  Judge  Earl  K.  Adams 
ruled  constitutional  a city  ordinance 
which  prohibits  the  wearing  of  clothes 
of  the  opposite  sex. 

Adam's  ruling  came  in  denying  a de- 
murrer filed  by  attorney  Jay  Zybelman 
on  behalf  of  Nicole  Murray,  24,  who 
in  previous  court  appearances  has  des- 
cribed herself  as  a 'preoperative  trans- 
sexual pending  sexual  assignment.  " 


Murray  is  charged  with  violation  of  the 
city's  ordinance  which  bans  the  wear- 
ing of  the  clothes  of  the  opposite  sex 
"with  intent  to  deceive  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  committing  an  unlawful  act.  " 

In  denying  the  demurrer,  A <3  ams  order- 
ed Murray  to  stand  trial  on  the  misde- 
meanor charge. 

" Men  and  women's  clothes  are  taking 
on  a certain  unisexual  trend,  " Zybel- 
man argued.  "How  a person  dresses 
is  really  a matter  of  freedom  of  ex- 
pression. " 

Zybelman  said  that  women  dressing  in 


the  cothes  of  men  and  men  who  wear 
long-haired  wigs,  such  as  would  be 
worn  by  women,  are  not  cited  for  vio- 
lation of  the  law. 

Deputy  City  Atty.  Michael  B.  Poynor 
argued  that  the  ordinance  was  not  dis- 
criminatory since  "it  applies  to  both 
male  and  female  persons  who  dress 
in  clothes  of  the  opposite  sex  for  the 
purpose  of  committing  an  unlawful  act 
and  to  deceive  another  person. 

"Whether  the  defendant  is  a transsex- 
ual or  not  is  irrelevant  to  the  statue,  " 
Poynor  argued.

Dawn  Langly  Hall,  formerly  Gordon  Lang- 
ly  Hall,  shocked  the  town  of  Charleston, 

S,  Co  with  her  marriage  five  years  ago  to 
John  Paul  Simmons,  a mechanic. 

Ms.  Simmons,  who  was  the  adopted  son 
of  British  film  star  Dame  Margaret  Ru- 
therford, moved  to  Charleston  from  New 
York  City  in  1962.  There  he  bought  and 
restored  an  antebellum  house.  The  author 
of  several  books,  including  biographies 
of  Princess  Margaret  and  Jacqueline  Ken- 
nedy, Mr.  Hall  was  welcomed  by  some  of 
Charleston's  oldest  and  most  prominent 
families . 

Then  Mr.  Hall  announced  that  he  had 
been  living  the  tortured  life  as  a male 
and  intended  to  make  a change  through  a 
sex- change  at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital.

The  investigation  is  being  conducted  by 
the  division  of  internal  affairs,  which 
has  interviewed  two  Henrico  County  wo- 
men who  brought  the  allegation,  a man 
identified  as  Calvin  Williams  of  the 
2800  block  Barton  Ave.  , and  Welch,  who 
couldn't  be  reached  for  comment. 


TOPS  FOR  BATHING  SUITS  PPP 


Ms.  Joyce  Nunnally  and  Mrs.  Jan  Al- 
ridge  said  they  told  division  investiga- 
tors they  were  in  a car  stopped  at  a traf- 
fic light  in  the  300  block  Na  Fifth  St.  when 
they  saw  Williams,  who  appeared  to  be 
a woman  because  of  his  clothing  and 
accessories,  and  two  others  leave  a res- 
taurant. Welch  walked  over  to  the  trio 
and  spoke  to  Williams,  who  subsequently 
stepped  back  and  ran  across  Fifth  Street, 
the  woman  said. 

Williams  was  then  grabbe’d,  by  two  men, 
identified  later  as  off-duty  policemen. 
Welch  ran  up  to  Williams  while  he  was 
being  held  and  struck  him  repeatedly  with 
an  object  the  women  said  they  thought  was 
a blackjack  but  which  could  have  been  a 
nightstick.  Welch  continued  striking 
Williams  after  the  off-duty  officers  had 
let  Williams  go,  the  women  said. 

The  women  said  in  separate  interviews 
that  they  saw  Welch  hit  Williams  15  to 
20  times.  Most  of  the  blows  were  on 
the  head;  the  others,  in  the  kidney  area, 
the  women  said.  Mrs.  Alridge  said  also 
that  she  saw  Welch  use  his  knee  twice  to 
hit  Williams  in  the  stomach. 


Santa  Cruz,  Calif:  An  ordinance  permit- 
ting topless  sun-bathing  and  swiming  has 
been  adopted  by  the  Santa  Cruz  County 
board  of  supervisors.

REVERSAL  BY  APPELLATE  DIVISION 


Sex-Conversion  Operation  Ruled 


a Welfare  Benefit 

Transsexual  operations  are  to  be  included  in  medical 
assistance  provided  by  the  city  and  state  for  persons 
on  welfare,  the  Appellate  Division,  Second  Department, 
ruled  yesterday  in  interpreting  benefits  provided  under 
the  Social  Services  Law. 

The  court,  in  a 3-1  decision,  reversed  rulings  by  the 
city  and  state  Departments  of  Social  Services  and  an 
order  issued  in  Supreme  Court,  Kings.  It  ruled  in 
favor  of  a forty-one-year-old  man  who  has  been  liv- 
ing as  a woman  for  sixteen  years. 

Justice  Henry  J.  Latham,  in  a dissent,  warned  that 
the  majority  decision  could  "open  the  door  to  an  in- 
conceivable variety  of  claims  by  persons  who  are  frus- 
trated, depressed  or  cosmetically  impaired."  He  al- 
so maintained  that  the  Social  Services  Law  did  not 
"authorize  the  payment  of  substantial  public  funds  for 
the  dubious  sex  change  operation.  " 

The  majority- -consisting  of  Presiding  Justice  Frank 
A.  Gulotta  and  Justices  James  D.  Hopkins  and  M. 

Henry  Martuscello- -based  its  unsigned  decision  on  evi- 
dence showing  that  the  petitioner  suffered  from  se- 
vere psychopathology"  and  qualified  him  for  medical 
assistance--a  transsexual  operation. 


Hormonal  Treatment 

^The  majority  interpreted  the  law's  provisions  for 
medical  assistance  as  applying  in  the  instant  case.  It 
pointed  out  that  the  petitioner  has  been  on  hormonal 
therapy  for  more  than  four  years  "to  assist  in  the  de- 
velopment of  female  characteristics." 

The  court  also  observed  that  neither  agency  was  able 
to  support  its  claim  that  the  petitioner  did  not  qualify 
for  assistance  on  a "medical  basis.  " 

"The  'medical  basis'  denial  of  petitioner's  application 
appears  to  be  without  substance  as  the  agency  offered 
no  independent  medical  evidence,  and  its  representa- 
tives at  the  'fair  hearing'  admitted  that  it  had  never 
made  a medical  examination  of  petitioner,"  the  court 
said. 

"In  the  absence  of  other  medical  evidence  to  define  and 
support  the  term  'medical  basis',  the  determinations 
of  respondents  lack  a rational  foundation  and,  therefore, 
their  denial  of  medical  assistance  was  arbitrary  and 
capricious . " 


"The  statute  does  not  restrict  medical  assistance  to 
purely  physical  problems,"  the  majority  added  "The 
evidence  at  the  'fair  hearing'  clearly  established  that 
petitioner  satisfied  more  than  one  of  the  statutory  cri- 
teria to  receive  medical  assistance  in  obtaining  the 
operation.

ABE  LAVINE,  as  Commissioner  of  New  York  State 
Department  of  Social  Services,  and  JULE  M.  SUGAR- 
MAN,  as  Commissioner  of  the  New  York  City  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Services,  respondents.

In  a proceeding  pursuant  to  CPLR  article  78  inter  alia 
(1)  to  annul  a determination  of  respondent  Commissioner 
of  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Social  Services, 
dated  April  9,  1973,  made  after  a statutory  fair  hearing, 
which  affirmed  a determination  of  the  New  York  City 
Department  of  Social  Services  (the  Agency)  denying  pe- 
titioner's application  for  public  assistance  in  obtaining 
a transsexual  operation,  and  (2)  to  compel  payment  for 
the  operation,  petitioner  appeals,  as  limited  by  petit- 
ioner's brief,  from  so  much  of  a judgment  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  Kings  County,  entered  March  28, 1975,  as 
dismissed  the  petition. 

Judgment  reversed  in  so  far  as  appealed  from,  on  the 
law,  with  $20  costs  and  disbursements  » petition  granted 
and  determinations  of  both  respondents  annulled.  Re- 
spondents are  directed  to  grant  petitioner’s  application 
for  medical  assistance  pursuant  to  subdivision  2 of 
section  365-a  of  the  Social  Services  Law. 

Petitioner,  Denise  R.  , is  a forty-one -year  old  gene- 
tic male,  who  has  been  living  and  working  as  a female 
for  the  past  sixteen  years.  Petitioner  applied  for  public 
assistance  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a sex  change 
operation.  The  application  was  denied  by  the  agency. 
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Petitioner  then  requested  a "fair  hearing"  to  review 
that  determination. 

At  the  hearing,  the  agency  presented  a letter  from 
the  Director  of  its  Health  Care  Services  Department 
to  petitioner's  doctor  which  stated:  "This  is  to  inform 
you  that  your  request  for  Trans -sexual  Surgery  for 
above  patient  is  disapproved  on  a medical  basis.  " 

Petitioner,  since  January,  1971,  and  in  anticipation 
of  the  surgery,  has  been  on  hormonal  therapy,  under 
medical  care,  to  assist  in  the  development  of  female 
characteristics.  The  evidence  further  indicated  that 
petitioner  was  a true  trans -sexual  from  whom  sur- 
gery was  recommended. 

The  medical  basis  denial  of  petitioner's  application 
appears  to  be  without  substance,  as  the  agency  offetv 
ed  no  independent  medical  evidence  and  its  repre- 
sentative at  the  "fair  hearing'  admitted  that  it  had 
never  made  a medical  examination  of  petitioner.  In 
the  absence  of  other  medical  evidence  to  define  and 
support  the  term  "medical  basis,"  the  determinations 
of  respondents  lack  a rational  foundation  and,  there- 
fore, their  denial  of  medical  assistance  was  arbitrary 
and  capricious. 

Subdivision  2 of  section  365-a  of  the  Social  Services 
Law  provides,  inter  alia: 

"2.  'Medical  Assistance'  shall  mean  payment 
of  part  or  all  of  the  cost  of  care,  services  and 
supplies  which  are  necessary  to  prevent,  diag- 
nose, correct  or  cure  conditions  in  the  person

that  cause  acute  suffering,  endanger  life,  result 
in  illness  or  infirmity,  interfere  with  his  capac- 
ity for  normal  activity,  or  threaten  some  sig- 
nificant handicap.  ..." 

The  psychiatric  evidence  established  that  petitioner 
was  suffering  from  "severe  psychopathology."  The 
statute  does  not  restrict  medical  assistance  to  pure- 
ly physical  problems.  The  evidence  at  the  "fair  hear- 
ing" clearly  established  that  petitioner  satisfied  more 
than  one  of  the  statutory  criteria  to  receive  medical 
assistance  in  obtaining  the  operation  (cf.  Ferro  v. 
Levine,  359  N.Y.S.  2d  1012:  Matter  of  Clink  v.  Lavine, 
359  N.  Yo S . 2d  1018). 

Gulotta,  P.  J.;  Hopkins  and  Martuscello,  Ja  J.  , concur. 

Latham,  J.  , dissents  and  votes  to  affirm  the  judgment, 
with  the  following  memorandum: 

The  judgment  should  be  affirmed.  It  seems  clear 
that  the  agency  was  not  arbitrary  but  rather  acted 
on  a rational  basis.  The  law  does  not  permit  the 
court  to  substitute  its  own  judgment  for  that  of  an 
administrative  body. 

The  Legislature  certainly  never  intended  to  authorize 
the  payment  of  substantial  public  funds  for  the  dubious 
sex  change  operation  here  in  auestion.  The  majority 
decision,  will,  I fear,  open  the  door  to  an  inconceiv- 
able variety  of  claims  by  persons  who  are  frustrated, 
depressed,  or  cosmetically  impaired.  Such  claims 
were  never  within  the  contemplation  of  the  law-makers.

A photograph  is  a photograph  is  a photograph and  that  piece  of  paper,  covered 

with  various  densities  of  hardened  emulsion,  can  be  many  other  things  as  well. 

It  can  be  a document,  a record,  an  accident, or  it  can  be  a work  of  art. 

Ever  since  Niepce  created  the  first  photographic  image  in  1822,  the  medium,  and 
its  practitioners,  have  been  glorified,  vilified,  and  commercialized--only  to  be 
re-discovered  from  time  to  time  as  a new  art  form.  Today  galleries  command 
prices  for  their  prints  comparable  to  multiples  in  other  media. 

When  the  eye  at  the  viewfinder  and  the  hand  at  the  shutter  release  are  parts  of 
a larger  expressive  understanding  and  skill,  the  result  is  often  a work  of  art. 

When  the  subject  of  the  photography  is  as  it  appears  in  GEORGE  ALPERT'S 
recent  book,  THE  OUEENS,  the  result  is  often  beautiful  art. 

Here  are  friends,  new  friends,  friends  of  friends queens  all;  captured  with  new 

understanding  and  sympathy--in  moments  of  laughter  and  glee,  reflection  and  sad- 
ness, and  throughout,  in  reality. 

Pictures  of  queens  are  not  new  to  the  market  place.  Theatre,  Film,  Television,  books 
and  magazines  have  all  shown  the  drag  image  with  variety  of  effect.

DRAG:  I recall  your  show  at  the  Neikrug  Gal- 

lery in  1971  where  several  of  the  pictures  in 
the  book  were  exhibited.  Had  you  been  at  work 
on  the  book  since  then,  or  earlier? 


ALPERT:  The  project  has  been  going  on  for 
some  time.  One  publisher  that  I showed  it  to 
liked  it  and  wanted  a psychiatrist  to  do  the  text. 
In  Europe,  I took  it  to  a German  publisher  and 
they  had  a specialist,  a Dr.  Sauerkraut  or 
something,  that  they  wanted  to  do  a text.  No- 
body could  leave  it  as  it  was --let  the  pictures 
and  the  subjects  speak  for  themselves.  Fin- 
ally>  people  at  De  Capo  here  liked  it  and  let 
it  go  with  just  my  own  introduction.

DRAG:  Before  you  met  him,  had  you  any  pre- 

vious experience  with  queens. 


ALPERT:  Back  in  Chicago  in  the  1950's,  I 

knew  a lawyer,  very  well  off.  I was  at  a par- 
ty at  his  house  and  had  to  go  to  the  john.  I went

into  his  bedroom  by  mistake  and  saw  a lot  of 
women's  clothes,  his,  all  over  the  place.  Later 
he  was  very  upset  and  appologised.  I didn't 
know  anything  about  it,  one  way  or  another. 
Later,  years  later,  I heard  he  committed  sui- 
cide. I guess  that  left  a lasting  impression  on 
me. 

DRAG:  How  were  the  queens  to  work  with? 

Any  interesting  experiences? 

ALPERT:  I was  in  Boston,  staying  at  the 
Ritz  Carlton.  Late  at  night  Electra  and  Ca- 
price get  on  the  elevator  with  me.  The  bell 
hop  has  this  big  grin.  Some  other  hustlers 
get  on  too.  I was  tense.  These  pictures  in 
the  book,  I shot  them  in  the  hotel  room  that 
night.

A few  months  ago  the  New  York  staff 
of  DRAG  was  treated  to  a trip  to  the 
suburbs.

We  must 
say  she  proved  to  be  a most  charming 
and  engratiating  host. 


Starring  Yetta 


We  asked  Yetta  why  she  chose  to  give 
a drag  contest  away  from  the  big  city, 
in  a totally  respectable,  white  upper 
class  community,  not  even  in  a possi- 
bly more  tolerant  gay  ghetto,  such  as 
Fire  Island. 

"Well,  I live  on  Long  Island --some  six- 
ty miles  from  New  York  City.  I got  tir- 
ed of  all  the  'girls'  around  me  having  to 
travel  to  do  anything.  I thought  I'd  give 
us  all  a chance  to  have  fun  closer  to 
home.  I run  a fair  respectable  and  love- 
ly contest.  It's  a little  like  Miss  America, 
and  when  the  girls  are  on  the  run-way, 
they  are  the  stars.  " 


Part  of  the  charm  of  Yetta's  contest  is 
its  relative  smallness.  Usually,  she  has 
about  25  contestants,  vs.  100  to  150  at 
say  the  old  Paris  in  the  Spring  ball.  It 
gives  the  whole  affair  an  intimate  setting 
and  mood. 

Yetta  also  addressed  herself  to  the  peren- 
nial troubles  of  giving  a drag  ball,  that  is 
how  to  handle  those- -and  no  other  word 
will  do- -bitch  queens,  who  are  out  for  van- 
ity, and  will  start  a most  unladylike  fight 
to  satiate  bruised  egos.  Bitch  ball  queens, 
have  caused  the  termination  of  all  balls  in 
New  York  City. 
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"It  is  different  out  here,  we  have  no  tra- 
dition, we  were  able  to  establish  our  own.  " 
"Besides,  this  is  not  a ball  per  se,  it  is 
more  of  a beauty  contest.  Loud  costumes 
don't  make  it  here,  we  want  more  beauty 
and  elegance.  The  crowd  even  pulls  for  the 
girl  next  door  type.  ",  . . "also,  we  just 
don't  get  the  'hard  type  ball  queen'  out  here. 
Most  of  the  kids  do  this  for  fun.,  not  as  a 
living  as  do  those  hardcore  ball  queens.  " 

Yetta's  contest  is  held  at  the  FOUR  SEA- 
SONS COUNTRY  CLUB,  a definitely  high- 
class  joint.  As  DRAG  has  said  time  and 
time  again,  the  so-called  upper  moralistic 
straights  enthusiastically  supported  the 
impersonators . 

Miss  Toni  Lee,  the  China  Doll,  opened 
the  show  with  her  now  famous  toe  dance 
strip.  As  ever,  she  combined  the  grace 
of  the  inscrutable  east  with  the  best  of 
the  western  showgirl. 


Then,  came  the  contest  itself.  Standouts  in- 
cluded, Simonette,  the  winner  - a Toni 
Lee  protege',  Bridgett,  plus  a comedy 
highlight,  the  appearance  of  a perfect  Cher 
Laverne,  the  laundramat  lady. 

The  evening  was  brought  to  a close  by  Mr. 
Robin  Rogers.  Those  of  you  who  know  Mr. 
Roberts  from  the  JEWEL  BOX  REVUE 
or  lately  of  Lee's  Mardi  Gras  Ball,  know 
that  he  is  the  best  of  his  field.  He  ambles 
onstage  seeming  caught  in  the  paradox  of 
being  a man  trapped  in  womans  clothes, 
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and  calmly  proceeds  to  bring  the  crowd 
to  its  feet  by  singing  in  a perfect  operatic 
soprano.  He  then  drops  to  his  natural 
baritone  while  singing  "Born,  Free".  It 
hardly  conveys  the  circumstances  to  say 
Robin  did  four  songs  and  won  four  standing 
ovations . 

All  considered,  we  had  a most  charming 
evening  at  Yetta's  charming  social.  We 
recommend  the  Miss  Long  Island  contest 
to  you,  if  you  can  possibly  make  it.

MEN 

in  Women’s 


Typecast  in  our  roles  in  the  often  tedious 
d^ama  of  life,  most  of  us  envy  the  great 
imposters  who  are  able  to  step  outside 
their  own  personalities  and  create 
illusions.  The  public  loves  actors,  en- 
joys being  fooled,  admires  hoaxes--con- 
sider  the  mass  fascination  with  the  Clif- 
ford Irving  case,  the  longevity  of  Finoc- 
chio's  and  the  Jewel  Box  Revue,  and  the 
popularity  of  stage  impersonators,  from 
Shakespeare's  boy-actors  to  Charles 
Pierce. 

Over  the  centuries  a whole  literature  for, 
and  of,  impersonation  has  grown  up. 
Shakespeare's  audience  loved  to  watch 
cross-dressing,  and  the  fun  was  compound- 
ed when  a boy  played  Portia  or  Viola  mas- 
querading as  a man.  The  Puritan  Revolu- 
tion signaled  the  end  of  impersonation  on 
stage,  but  books  began  to  appear  which 
chronicled  the  lives  of  men  and  women 
who  changed  roles  off-stage..  Many  real- 
life  imposters  published  their  diaries 
and  journals,  and  top  writers  fictionaliz- 
ed their  careers.  Even  Bram  Stoker,  after 
writing  "Dracula,"  turned  his  talents  to  a 
volume  called  "Famous  Imposters"  in

which  he  set  out  to  prove,  among  other 
things,  that  Queen  Elizabeth  I of  England 
was  really  a man  in  drag,  (see  Drag  #9) 

The  latest  entry  in  the  library  of  cross- 
dressing is  C.  JoSo  Thompson's  "THE 
MYSTERIES  OF  SEX"  (N0Yo,  Causeway 
Books,  $7.  95).  Here  are  short  biograph- 
ies of  fifteen  women  who  lived  as  men, 
nine  men  who  lived  as  women,  and  six 
people  who  impersonated,  for  fraud  or 
other  purposes,  people  they  were  not. 

Though  unsatisfactory  in  many  ways,  Thomp- 
son's work  is  unique  in  that  it  gives  more 
space  to  the  biological  females  than  biolog- 
ical males.  Some  of  these  women  repre- 
sented themselves  as  men  as  a joke, 
others  to  be  near  their  men,  some  out  of 
idealism,  and  some  in  order  to  mary  ot- 
her women.

The  jokesters  included  Annabella  Parsons, 
a courtesan  noted  for  her  beauty.  Learn- 
ing that  the  man  who  was  keeping  her  had 
begun  an  affair  with  another  woman,  Anna- 
bella donned  men's  clothing,  courted  the 
competition,  won  the  lady's  love,  and 
ruined  her  lover's  other  affair.

men's  attire,  and  practical  jokes.  One 
evening,  hearing  that  an  obnoxious  neigh- 
bor was  drunk  at  a nearby  manor  house, 
Lady  Maude  dressed  up  as  a highwayman 
and  lay  in  wait  for  him.  Taking  his  money 
and  watching  him  squirm  before  the  bar- 
rel of  her  gun  was  such  fun  that  Her  Lady- 
ship made  a habit  of  holding  up  other  pom- 
pous and  pretentious  neighbors. 

More  serious  were  the  women  who  adopt- 
ed male  identities  in  order  to  follow  ca- 
reers not  open  to  their  sex  at  the  time. 
Thus,  Catalina  de  Caruso,  dressed  as  a 
man,  joined  the  Spanish  army  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  exciting  conquest  of  South 
America.  Christian  de  Meyerac,  the 
"Woman  Musketeer,"  fought  heroically 
for  France  and  died  a noble  death  on  a 
battlefield.  Anne  Bonny  put  on  male 
garb  to  join  her  lover,  a pirate  captain, 
in  his  adventir  es.  Hannah  Snell  called 
herself  "James  Grey"  and  joined  the 
British  navy,  while  Mary  Anne  Talbot

went  Hannah  one  better  by  joining  both 
the  army  and  navy  as  "John  Taylor.  " 

Patriotism  led  Loreta  Velasquez  into 
imposture.  When  the  Civil  War  broke 
out  Loreta,  a passionate  Confederate, 
designed  special  underwear  which  hid 
her  breasts,  disguised  her  hips,  and 
gave  her  a 'basket'.  Clad  in  this  rig 
and  men's  clothing,  she  raised  a regi- 
ment of  men  and  entered  the  Army  of 
the  Confederacy  as  a Lieutenant.  She 
distinguished  herself  so  well  at  the  battle 
of  Bull  Bun  that  Stonewall  Jackson  him- 


self recommended  her  for  advancement. 
Later,  she  served  her  cause  well  by 
sneaking  into  Washington  as  a woman 
and  spying  on  the  Yankees  and,  later,  as 
a man,  operating  as  a blockade  runner. 

No  one  knows  who  "James  Allen"  really 
was.  He  turned  up  first  as  a handsome  , 
intelligent  , young  footman  in  a London 
house,  where  "he"  met  and  married  a 
chambermaid  named  Mary.  "James" 
went  to  work  in  a London  lumberyard 
and  only  when  "he"  was  killed  in  an  acci- 
dent there  many  years  later  was  "his" 
true  sex  discovered.  Mary,  "his"  wife 
of  twenty-one  years,  testified  at  the 
inquest  that  she  had  never  suspected  that 
her  "husband"  was  actually  a woman. 

Disappointed  in  heterosexual  love,  Mary 
East  formed  a lesbian  relationship  with 
another  spinster.  Mary,  the  more  mas- 
culine of  the  two,  lived  as  a man,  calling 
herself  "James  How.  " The  couple  open- 
ed a pub  and  every  day,  for  more  than 
thirty-five  years,  "James  How"  drew 
beer  and  made  conversation  with  the  cus- 
tomers, none  of  whom  ever  suspected 
that  their  "host"  was  really  a woman. 
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No  doubt  the  most  famous,  colorful 
and  picqresque  of  the  male  impersona- 
tors in  Thompson's  book  was  Mary  Frith, 
known  as  "Moll  Cutpurse.  " Said  to  have 
been  a true  hermaphrodite,  this  salty 
character  had  nothing  but  contempt  for 
the  clothes,  manners  and  instincts  of  wom- 
anhood. In  the  brawling,  violent  under- 
world of  London  in  the  17th  Century  Moll 
swaggered,  fought  and  drank  with  the  bur- 
liest of  men,  few  of  whom  knew  her  se- 
cret. She  good-humoredly  supported  her- 
self by  telling  fortunes,  "fencing"  stolen 
goods,  and  relieving  passers-by  of  their 
wallets  and  purses.  A celebrity  in  her 
own  time,  Moll  published  her  Diary  and 
was  twice  depicted  upon  the  Jacobsen 
stage  before  her  death  at  the  age  of  seven- 
ty-four. 

Once,  after  a night  of  hard  drinking,  Moll 
woke  up  to  find  that  she  had  been  kidnap- 
ped by  a "press-gang"  determined  to  ship 
her  off  to  New  England.  She  escaped  that 
fate  by  revealing  her  feminine  gender, but 
one  wishes  that  she  had  made  the  voyage, 
if  only  so  we  could  read  the  Puritan's  re- 
action to  this  butch,  bawdy  denzien  of  Lon- 
don's slums. 

Mr.  Thompson  gives  short  shift  to  one  of 
this  reviewer's  favorite  male  cross-dress- 
ers, Philip,  Duke  d'Orleans.  Here  one 
learns  only  that  the  Duke  wore  women's 
clothing  most  of  his  life,  but  that  was  on- 
ly one  aspect  of  Philip's  varied  and  inter- 
esting career.  While  his  brothe r,  Louis 
XIV,  the  "Sun  King"  raised  the  French 
monarchy  to  its  zenith  and  carried  on 
with  his  mistresses,  Philip  presided  over 
a sort  of  "counter -court"  filled  with  all 
the  handsomest,  wittiest  and  most  intelli- 
gent male  homosexuals  in  Europe.  When 
necessary,  the  Duke  put  aside  his  wigs 
and  gowns,  donned  armor  and  distinguish- 
ed himself  as  a brilliant  general. 

Other  men-who-would-be-women  appear- 
ing in  "The  Mysteries  of  Sex"  include 


ANGELIQUE  BRETON 

the  Abbe  de  Choisy,  the  feverentLy  re- 
ligious "Mme.  Rosette,"  the  Abbe  d'En- 
trangues,  "Jenny  de  Savalette  de  Lange" 
(whom,  some  thought,  was  the  missing 
King  Louis  XVII  in  drag),  the  actress 
"Lavinia  Edwards,  " and  "Madame  Car- 
tier",  a French  civil-servant  who,  dur- 
ing the  1920's,  put  on  dresses  after  work 
and  became  known  as  "The  Night  Queen 
of  Monmarte.  " From  the  golden  era  of 
American  gangsters  comes  "The  Smiling 
Bandit  Queen,  " a "well-known  gangster" 
who  committed  his  crimes  in  drag  and,  as 
he  lived  in  drag  with  a man  and  a woman, 
each  of  whom  he  had  married  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace. 

The  longest  section  of  the  book,  of 
course,  is  devoted  to  the  Chevalier 
d'Eon,  the  soldier,  spy,  diplomat  and 
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LE

fencing-master  whose  name  has  been 
borrowed  by  psychiatrists  to  form  the 
word  "Eonism"  as  a pseudo-scientific 
name  for  "cross-dressing."  So  famous 
(notorious?)  was  d'Eon  in  his  own  time 
that  London  bookmakers  took  bets  on 
whether  he  was  a man  or  a woman,  and 
rich  Englishmen  and  Frenchmen  won  and 
lost  fortunes  when  the  Chevalier  died,  the 
coroner  made  his  report  and  the  wagers 
paid  off. 


Ferras,  the  "lady  highwayman",  and 
several  full-length  biographies  of  the 
Chevalier  d'Eon  and  Philip  of  Orleans, 
among  others,  are  readily  available. 

Readers  of  Mr.  Thompson's  book  will 
only  obtain  the  sketchiest  information  a- 
bout  these  grand  imposters,  and  the 
author  neglects  to  even  include  a biblio- 
graphy which  would  enable  the  reader  to 
do  more  research  on  his  own. 


The  major  fault  in.  this  book  is  that  lOlr. 
Thompson's  scholarship  is  so  lax  and 
that  too  few  pages  are  devoted  to  each  of 
his  fascinating  characters.  Any  of  these 
stories  could  be  expanded  into  a book  or 
film,  as  many  indeed  have  been.  Marga- 
ret Lockwood  once  starred  in  a British 
movie  based  on  the  career  of  Lady  Maude 


"The  Mysteries  of  Sex"  offers  little 
competition  to  Ce  Ja  Bulliet's  "Venus 
Castina"  which,  despite  its  flaws,  re- 
mains the  classic  volume  on  male  and  fe- 
male impersonators  in  history.  The  de- 
finitive book  in  this  field  still  remains  to 
be  written.

It  now  appears  that  the  Gay  Liberation 
Movement  is  the  most  organized  oppressor 
of  the  transvestite  life-style.  In  their  quest 
to  rid  the  homosexual  of  their  'sterotype' 
image,  which  is  most  often  that  of  the  trans- 
vestite, they  have  begun  to  openly  attack  the 
transvestite  lifestyle. 


When  the  'gay  pride1  cele- 
bration commences  each 
June  they  attempt  to  get  the 
news  media  "not  photograph 
the  transvestite  as  he  is  not 
truly  representative  of  the 
gay  life-style",  said  Ron 
Gold  of  the  Nat'l  Gay  Ta  sk 
Force.  Gold  is  a very  ef- 
fective publicist  and  has 
somehow  gotten  the  entire 
gay  movement  to  concen- 
trate on  the  issue  of  ridding 
the  media  of  the  'sterotypic 
image'.  According  to  a re- 
cent ad  in  their  national 
newspaper  they  are  in  the 
rocess  of  raising  $1.  5 mil- 
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lion  for  an  advertising  cam- 
paign to  'raise  the  cons- 
cious' of  the  public.  Don't 
under  estimate  the  power 
of  such  a campaign.  It 
could  start  a transvestite 
backlash  across  the  coun- 
try and  hurt  even  thos  e of 
you  still  in  your  'vaults'.

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STATEMENT  AGAINST  TRANSVESTISM: 


(We  support  the  rights  of  all  individuals, 
as  long  as  the  individual  rights  do  not 
harm  others.  However,  we  do  strongly 
protest  the  inclusion  of  transvestite  spokes 
people  and  entertainers  at  Gay  rallies  and 
demonstrations  for  the  following  reasons: 

1 As  Lesbians,  we  cannot  view  transves- 
tism or  'drag  queens'  other  than  as  a para- 


dy  and  ridicule  of  women,  a pro- 
jection and  carry-over  into  Gay 
life  of  heterosexual  male  contempt 
and  his  sexist,  supremist  attitudes. 

2.  Lesbian  feminists  have  gained 
support  for  the  Gay  movement  from 
hetros exual  sisters  in  the  Feminist 
Movement.

With  Shannon's  extensive  experience  in 
dealing  with  courts,  police,  doctors  and 
individual  TVs  and  TSs,  plus  her  consid- 
erable personal  charm,  there  is  probably 
no  one  else  around  as  well  trained  to 
take  this  post.  T.C.S.  is  indeed  lucky. 

The  new  corresponding  secretary  of  T0C.S. 
is  June  Cowan,  the  volunteer  counselor  is 
Rusty  Powers,  and  the  new  administrative 
officer  is  Ray  Ca  rlson,  chief  of  San  Fran- 
cisco Police -Community  Relations. 

In  addition  to  all  their  regular  services, 

T.  C.S.  has  begun  counseling  at  San  Bruno 
County  Jail  . Shannon  told  me  the  other 
day  that  they  are  seriously  thinking  of  be- 
coming a non-profit  corporation  under  the 
name  "National  Gender  Identity  Association.  ' 

Much  of  their  funding  used  to  come  from  the 
Erickson  Foundation  which,  as  you  may 
know,  phasing  out  their  work  in  the  trans- 
sexual field.  This  means  that  they  have 
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to  seek  funds  elsewhere.  So any 

contributions  (and  they  ARE  tax-deductible, 
Shannon  tells  me.  . ) are  gratefully  accept-
